Carbon is one of the most impor- 


tant chemical elements. It oasts in 
large quantifies, both in the 
freo 


state and in combination with other 
substances. It occurs uncombined in 
the mineral graphite, or black lead, 
and in .the diamond, which is pure 
crystallized carbon. It is much more 
abundant, however, in a state of 
combination. United with oitygen, it 
occurs as carbonic acid in the atmos- 
phere and in natural water, and is 
similarly'combined 
in 
limestone, 


dolomite and ironstone. In coal it 
is combined with hydrogen and oxy- 
gen, and in plants and animals it 
occurs as one of the elements build- 
ing up wood, starch, gum, sugar, oil, 
bone, (gelatin) and 
flesh 
(fibrin).' 


Carbon is often set frco toy tho : de- 
composition of organic matter. Thus 
charcoal forms under the imperfect 
combustion of wood. 


Carbides is a compound of carbon 


and metals. Tho most important ear- 
bides are iron carbides and-calcium 
carbide.

Lots of humus or manure 


is required in soil that will 
produce good results with 
the Onion. Onions 
can be 


successfully grown in Scioto 
county with, the proper care 
and cultivation. Muck beds 
are places where the 
onion 


plant thrives best. 


Unusually onions are raised 


to what is termed "sets" by 
means of hot beds. A quart 
or more "sets" are taken and 
set out. A small stick is used 
to punch a hole in the seed 
bed about every three inches. 
The "sets" are then placed in 
the hole, so that the small 
green top protudes from the 
ground and then the earth is 
gently pushed against the 
bulb. The rows are placed 
from 12 to IS inches apart to 
secure the best results. 


Seed beds are carefully 


prepared. 
The ground is 


thoroughly pulverized. 


Onions require 
frequent 


shallow cultivation and the 
crop should at all times be 
kept free from weeds. 


There are many kinds of 


onions that may remain in 
the soil over winter. The 
Multiplier or Potato Onion 
can be planted from sets and 
will produce excellent early 
green onions.

• The single 'man with no- dependents may well enlist if in his 


judgment he can be of more service in the ranks than outside them. 
He may be more valuable, however, cultivating a few acres than 
ihouldering a musket.

If ho decides 
wrongly Uncle Sam 'will eventually find it out-and help him to rec- 
tify the error.
